conducted herself in- a manner which 
alllieled her friends. 
Yesterday 
her 


irolher's wife went lo her room, where 
slie found her in company with u young 
man that she. called her beau, and in con- 
sequence of what Mrs. Morris saw there 
she upbraided Viola, which' led'to a quar- 
rel between them, in which it is said some 
blows were, exchanged. Lute in the day 
deceased went to her father's house anil 
declared her purpose to terminate her 
own life. This intention she also ex- 
pressed to other acquaintances, but no 
one believed that she would curry her 
threats into execution. 


About seven o'clock lust evening It was 


discovered that Viola was very sick, and 
upon being interrogated by her father, she 
told him that she had taken morphine for 
tlie purpose of ending her days, and that 
she had no desire to live nny longer,— 
Physicians were sent for, but death was 
ahead of them, and on the.arrival of Dr. 
0. Chcnowelh death held the victim 
firmly in his icy grasp."

Piper was foreman, who, after delibera- 
tion, said in their verdict Hint deceased 
came lo her death by a dose of morphine 
adminihtered by her own hand.
